War Saving's Stamps ("which are United States Government Bonds the 
same as Liberty Bonds » can be paid lor t'. uriug any month in the year 
but It is iiiteoded that subscriptions will be signed for them on June 

«S. 

Tile price of each War Savings Stamps depends upon the month dur- 
ing which it is bought During June each Stamp will cost if-i i? In July 
each Stamp will cost $4.18, and su on, one cent more each month during 
1918. On January i. 1923. the Govenuaeat of the United States will re- 
deeaall War Savings Stempaatts oo each, no matter daring which 
Bcntb in lgi8 they were bouerht. They cost less during the early months 
in i9i8 than during the later nionthe because the j)erson wiio buys earlier 
has loaned bis muaey tu the Government for a longer time tbau if he buy 
taiar.

I visited many points of 
intereak in and around Paris the 
last few daya lapent there and 
haTing successfully dodged the 
bombs and long range shells for 
ten days, I left on April 19th be- 
faig aaalgned to the. division of 
which mj preoent loeatfoft in the 
Y. M. C. A. Headquarters. I 
spent one night here and on the 
2oth was sent out to a camp 
eighteen mflea away where I 
spent ten days in the lovliest 
country imaginable. For miles 
and miles the same beautiful 
fields and splendid roads that I 
have seen sfooe entering Prance, 
dotted here and there with little 
villages with typical Preuch 
stone houses and red tyled roofs 
for be it remembered that in 
France people do not kveon 
farms but all live fatthcae Httle 
villages and go out to their farms 
American^ have one difficulty 
with tbe&e villages when they 
reach Ihcmaad that ia teUbg 
which aramallftiM 



which are' the barns. They are 
bttUt right together with scune- 
tinies one wall anrrounding them 
both an'l just a big open court 
between, but to be fair these lit- 
tle towns are in my oinnion 
cleaner than our ordinary Ameri- 
can ^ illage. Most all the gardens 
are surrounded by h'gh stone 
walls and on my way from Paris 
I paaaed aome hiatoncal (dd Har- 
dens that I would like so much 
to write about, in fact theretire 
so many things that I would love 
to write aboot, bnt aome of our 
Y. M. C. A. men have been sev- 
erely criticized for disregard of 
the tules of censorship that I 
want to try and stay within them 
Darfaig the ten days I apcntut 
this camp I worked in the can 
teen. I know the people at home 
are interested in the way the Y. 
M. C. A. ia spending thrir money 
and I believe from the number of 
huts tha» I have seen that the 
one I worked in is a fair sample, 
so I want to igive something of 
the work there. I am not per- 
mitted to give the size of the 
building or the number of men 
attending meeting, as this would 
be regarded aa information of 
military imoortaace. I left here 
on Saturday afternoon on top of 
a motor truck loaded with sup 
plies and in a drizzling rain. It 
waa the ooldeat rain I ever felt 
and when 1 reached camp I was 
like Geo. Frederick. I was 
looking for tbe man who said 
•*Snnny France". Muddy Fiance 
would have a better title at that 
time, because when it rains, ii 
is the muddiest mud you ever 
saw. It has all the color of our 
blackest land and all tbe atlcid- 
nsss of our red clay with a large 
argin to spare and when^ 
gets dry and bakes it is as hard 
as a bricic Of cborae' the Y. 
buildings here are not usually as 
well equij>[>ed as in the home 
camps. This hut has one large 
room with the canteen in warn 
end. It has a graphaphone and 
piano. Pens and paper for writ- 
ing with tables, papers and mag- 
azines and bow the boys do en- 
joy these home papers even tbo 
they are a little old. The next 
day after I arrived I saw a big 
bunch of men completely ab- 
sorbed in the fanny sheet of 
one of our Sunday papers. I 
went to take a look myself and 
was very much dissappointed to 
find I had aeen it on my last 
Sunday in Mt. Vernon. Pnnny 
how childish all men get over 
here. On Sunday we had two 
religious services. One of tbe 
Chaplaina preached in the the 
morning and the Y. M. C. A. 
religious secretary in the even, 
ing. The American Expedition- 
ary Force is more interested in 
rdigion thaa any of yon people 
back home are dreaming of. 
There is a man in charge of ath 
letios for the boys, which is great 
source of fdeaanre as well as real 
benefit to tbem. Bible elaiaes 
are carried on with the coopera- 
tion of the Chaplains and Y. M. 
C. A. men. A email library of 
good booka ia luroTided and the 
boys simply devour them. Good 
moving pictures at least three 
times a week along with lectures 
and other good dean entertain- 
mnnt, with .spedal n^ts for 
"stunts", boxing, wrestling and 
other sports. Liast week we 
found a soldier who was a hypno- 
tist and I haTe addom apeat a 
more laughable evening than the 
one watching bim perform on the 
boys who would volunteer. In 
addition to earrying onasamny 
of tbe aetiTitias Which we have 
back home as we can, the Y. has 
charge of the cante;n. which in 
itself is a tossing for the boys, 
as they can ' bay So maity 
little necessaries which they 
could possibly not get at all were 
it not for this canteen. The gov* 
emment would bnvf run a can- 
teen, but under such ^u^erent 
environment and at the same 
time, this work being done by 
the Y. M. C. A releases many 
acddicffs who wouid belield for 
this service. When I first heard 
of the Y. M. C A. taking

One day while in Paris, two sold 
iers were eating across the table 
One a very small fellow, looked 
jnot liln a bov. I got to talking 
to then and after a while the 
larger one who "vas from Ne* 
York told me that the other 
was "Kid Rickards*' the Chicago 
motor raeer. Tlie day before I 
left Paris 1 went down to the Y. 
M. C. A. to get my railroad 
ticket and mo-'ing orders. The 
girl who gave them- to me ask 
me if I would bring a little pack 
age to a lady here. I as'-.ured 
her that I would be glad to do s) 
She hauled it to me and I nearly 
fell down the ataitway It waa 
addressed to Mrs. Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox. I took care to deliver 
the package in person and had a 
half hoar oonvmatlon with her. 
I have i«een her aeveral times 
<%ince She gave me a oopy of 
one of her poems. 

On April 3uth the Division 
Secretary sent tor me to come in 
to headquarters. He took me 
back into his office and told me 
be had a very delicate proposi- 
tion to handle and ask me if I 
wonid be willing to take charge 
ot a Y. M. C. A. Tent for ootored 
troops. I told him I came over 
here to do anything there was 
to do. He said he knew that but 
insisted on knowing how I really 
felt about it and when I assured 
bim that I was perfectly willing 
to do it. the matter was settled. 
When I talked farther. I found 
that the tent I was to take 
charge of was still out in 
the headquarters warehouse and 
had to he pot np at the eamp 
soBM miles away, so one other 
Y. man and I started out to get 
It up. We tried to get a deuil 
of soldiers to help but none were 
available. We tried tO hire 
French help but failed, so we 
just went after it ourselves and 
after fonr days of stake driving, 
rope pulling and ditch diging, 
we have it about op and will 
open the tirst of the week. The 
liiit will be pretty well equipped; 
having a canteen, moving pic- 
tnree. phonograph and piano and 
so on. I am really figuring on 
having a great lime, as soon as I 
get use to the aeroplanes. Since 
my ftoia ezperieBoe, it nwkes 
■M a little ahaky to see one and 
they pass over this camp con- 
tinually to and from the front 
You have queer feeliugs when 
those fellows sail away towards 
the battle line and yon wonder 
how many of them are coming 
back. Sometimes they are ob 
servation pfames and sgoin war 
plinea, earrying homha and ma- 
chine guns. You always wish 
them success as they go and 
are always glad to see them as 
they ooose baek nanally tying 
low, nice a bird after a long, 
tiresome journey. Yesterday 1 \ 
saw a strange one coming. I 
made snre it was a Boche 
and fiaed to ran, hnt a little 
French boy inanagfd to tell 
me that it »aa an Italian 
plane. 

I most tell of my experi 
eoce today and then 1 wiU dose 
this long letter. I went over to 
the American hospital near here 
to preaching services this morn- 
ing. After the service I decided 
to go in and see some of the 
boys While in the ward where 
six or eight soldiers who had 
broken limbs were and talking 
to them, I MtM aright yonng 
boy. He did not look more 
than sixteen, but I afterwards 
learned he was eighteen. I went 
ovor and began talking jto him. 
I ask hfan him where he ' was 
fnMn, what outfit he belonged to
